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Executive Summary 


The 2020 Attorney General's Electronic Interceptions Report is issued in compliance with Penal 
Code sections 629.62 and 629.82(d), and is available on the Attorney General's website at: 
https://oag.ca.gov. To facilitate the preparation of this report, each county was directed to provide 
certain information regarding its electronic interception activity for the 2020 calendar year by 
January 6, 2021. This report reflects the information submitted. 


Electronic interceptions are the interceptions of wire or electronic communications via wire, cable, 
radio, and other systems. In California, court-authorized interceptions of wire or electronic 
communications are used to target specific criminal offenses when conventional investigative 
techniques are inadequate or simply too dangerous to pursue. As such, the use of electronic 
interceptions constitutes an essential tool in law enforcement agencies' battle against crime. 
Dangerous individuals and criminal entities, such as drug trafficking organizations (“ОТО”) and 
criminal street gangs, frequently rely on telecommunications to advance their criminal activity. 
Accordingly, electronic interceptions are essential in identifying, disrupting, and preventing crimes 
including murder, drug trafficking, and human trafficking. Such interceptions have successfully 
uncovered conspiracies to commit murder and have led to the seizure of significant amounts of 
narcotics, firearms, and criminally derived proceeds that facilitate ongoing criminal activity. 
Discoveries and seizures like these advance public safety. 


This report contains electronic interception data and details about how authorized electronic 
interceptions enabled local, state, and federal law enforcement agencies to effectively combat crime 
at various levels. In part, the data reflect the following for 2020: 


Overview 


In 2020, California judges approved 457 orders authorizing electronic interceptions out of 458 
applications submitted. This marks a 24% increase compared to 369 orders approved in 2019. 


Wiretap orders were issued in 19 of California's 58 counties, compared to 16 counties in 2019. The 
greatest numbers of orders authorizing electronic interceptions were issued in Los Angeles, 
Riverside, and Fresno Counties, with 189, 112, and 38 orders, respectively. In 2019, Los Angeles, 
Riverside, and San Bernardino Counties made up the three counties with the greatest number of 
orders, with 163, 40, and 39 orders, respectively. 


The following graph shows the total number of orders authorizing interceptions each year over the 
ten-year period ending in 2020:

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Criminal Offenses, Arrests & Convictions 


Law enforcement agencies targeted various individual and combinations of offenses in the 458 
applications for interception authority submitted to California courts in 2020 (Table 2). Those 
applications most frequently targeted narcotics offenses—299 times, or in approximately 65% of 
applications. Murder was a targeted offense in 76 applications, or approximately 1796 of 
applications, and in 18 of the 19 counties reporting a wiretap. Applications included a gang offense 
as a targeted offense 69 times, or in 1596 of applications. An offense other than murder, a gang 
offense, or a narcotics offense (e.g., kidnapping) was targeted 23 times, or in 5% of applications. 


Authorized interceptions in 2020 resulted in 442 total arrests (Table 1). These arrests were 
predominantly for narcotics offenses (304), gang-related offenses (213), and murder (133). Each 
interception operation can result in the arrest of multiple people for multiple, overlapping offenses. 
Over the ten-year period ending in 2020, investigations involving electronic interceptions resulted 
in an average of approximately 725 arrests per year.

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Due to the nature of the judicial process, whether through trials or guilty pleas in the superior courts 
or some other disposition, the bulk of the yearly arrests are not resolved by the time counties submit 
data for the annual report. Updated information on interception data reported in prior years can be 
found in Table 8 of this report. 


Types, Lengths & Number of Interceptions 


Tables 2 and 3 of this report show various data related to the nature of the electronic interceptions 
conducted. These data reflect the types of devices and locations targeted, the number of original 
interception orders and extensions, and information about the duration of such operations. 


Interceptions overwhelmingly targeted portable devices such as cellular and/or mobile phones. In 
2020, cell phones made up 90% of the total devices targeted. Similarly, in 2019, cell phones made 
up approximately 87% of the total devices targeted. 


Regarding duration, California law limits the period of authorized interception in an original order 
to 30 days. This period may, however, be lengthened by one or more extensions if the authorizing 
judge determines that an extended period of interception is justified. 


Similar to 2019, in 2020 the average length of the approved initial period of interception was 30 
days. Further, judges granted 335 extensions of 457 total original orders. The average duration of 
actual interception activity per order authorizing such activity, including extensions, was 
approximately 57 days. 


Additional details about each authorized interception operation are provided in Tables 4 and 5 of 
this report. Table 4 provides reported information about the number of persons whose 
communications were intercepted, the total number of communications intercepted, the breakdown 
between incriminating and other communications, and narrative comments on the reported 
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usefulness of the operations. Table 5 provides information about the statutorily mandated notice 
provided to persons whose communications were intercepted. 


Costs of Interceptions 


Table 6 of this report sets forth information about personnel and resource expenses that state and 
local agencies reported having incurred in conducting authorized interception operations. These 
data specifically exclude, however, costs otherwise covered by regularly incurred compensation of 
personnel, as well as personnel and resource costs covered by federal funding. 


The reported personnel and resource costs totaled $16,846,552, an approximate 17% increase from 
the total costs of $14,399,646 reported in 2019. The average reported cost of an interception 
operation was $36,863 (rounded), an approximate 6% decrease from the average cost of $39,023 
(rounded) in 2019.

Finally, the passage of Senate Bill No. 439 in 2019, codified in relevant part in Penal Code section 
629.82(d), led to the inclusion of a new table and appendix for this report (Table 10 & Appendix B). 
As further described in section 629.82(d), that provision permits, and requires reporting of, the use 
of the contents of intercepted communications in an administrative or disciplinary hearing involving 
the employment of a peace officer.

Wiretap investigation yielded valuable 
intelligence and resulted in high profile 
arrests related to murder and 
attempted murder. It also led to the 
seizure of approximately $100,000 in 
currency, 80 pounds of 
methamphetamine, and 25 firearms. It 
also resulted in approximately 30 
elony arrests for murder, attempted 
Fresno 2020-FR-6 murder, assault with a firearm, cocaine 
(cont'd) sales, methamphetamine sales, 

irearm sales, felony evading, and 
burglary. The wiretap further aided in 
interrupting a possible gang related 
shooting and yielded new evidence 
regarding a high-profile gang murder 
cold case from over 15 years ago. It 
also resulted in the acquisition of 
intelligence, knowledge of hierarchy, 
and how this particular gang operates. 


Originally targeting local white race- 
based gang members and their crimes 
including drug trafficking, weapons 
rafficking, fraud, felony assaults, 
shootings and murders), the operation 
quickly grew to include law 
enforcement from various counties 
and ranging to several states.

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Appendix A: Penal Code section 629.62 
“Report by Attorney General” 


(a) The Attorney General shall prepare and submit an annual report to the Legislature, the Judicial Council, and the 
Director of the Administrative Office of the United States Courts on interceptions conducted under the authority of this 
chapter during the preceding year. Information for this report shall be provided to the Attorney General by any 
prosecutorial agency seeking an order pursuant to this chapter. 


(b) The report shall include all of the following data: 


(1) The number of orders or extensions applied for. 

(2) The kinds of orders or extensions applied for. 

(3) The fact that the order or extension was granted as applied for, was modified, or was denied. 

(4) The number of wire or electronic communication devices that are the subject of each order granted. 

(5) The period of interceptions authorized by the order, and the number and duration of any extensions of 
the order. 

(6) The offense specified in the order or application, or extension of an order. 


(7) The identity of the applying law enforcement officer and agency making the application and the person 
authorizing the application. 

(8) The nature of the facilities from which or the place where communications were to be intercepted. 

(9) A general description of the interceptions made under the order or extension, including (A) the number 
of persons whose communications were intercepted, (B) the number of communications intercepted, (C) the 
percentage of incriminating communications intercepted and the percentage of other communications 
intercepted, and (D) the approximate nature, amount, and cost of the manpower and other resources used in the 
interceptions. 

(10) The number of arrests resulting from interceptions made under the order or extension, and the offenses 
for which arrests were made. 

(11) The number of trials resulting from the interceptions. 

(12) Тһе number of motions to suppress made with respect to the interceptions, and the number granted or 
denied. 

(13) The number of convictions resulting from the interceptions and the offenses for which the convictions 
were obtained and a general assessment of the importance of the interceptions. 

(14) Except with regard to the initial report required by this section, the information required by paragraphs 
(9) to (13), inclusive, with respect to orders or extensions obtained in a preceding calendar year. 

(15) The date of the order for service of inventory made pursuant to Section 629.68, confirmation of 
compliance with the order, and the number of notices sent. 

(16) Other data that the Legislature, the Judicial Council, or the Director of the Administrative Office of the 
United States Courts shall require. 


(c) The annual report shall be filed no later than April of each year, and shall also include a summary analysis of the 
data reported pursuant to subdivision (b). The Attorney General may issue regulations prescribing the content and 
form of the reports required to be filed pursuant to this section by any prosecutorial agency seeking an order to 
intercept wire or electronic communications. 


(d) The Attorney General shall, upon the request of an individual making an application, provide any information 


known to him or her as a result of these reporting requirements that would enable the individual making an application 
to comply with paragraph (6) of subdivision (a) of Section 629.50. 
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Appendix B: Penal Code sections 629.78 & 629.82 
Additional Reporting Requirements 


Section 629.78: 


Any person who has received, by any means authorized by this chapter, any information concerning a wire or electronic 
communication, or evidence derived therefrom, intercepted in accordance with the provisions of this chapter, may, 
pursuant to Section 629.82, disclose the contents of that communication or derivative evidence while giving testimony 
under oath or affirmation in any criminal court proceeding or in any grand jury proceeding, or in an administrative or 
disciplinary hearing involving the employment of a peace officer. 


Section 629.82: 


(а) If a peace officer or federal law enforcement officer, while engaged in intercepting wire or electronic 
communications in the manner authorized by this chapter, intercepts wire or electronic communications relating to crimes 
other than those specified in the order of authorization, but that are enumerated in subdivision (a) of Section 629.52, grand 
theft involving a firearm, a violation of Section 18750 or 18755, or a violent felony as defined in subdivision (c) of Section 
667.5, (1) the contents thereof, and evidence derived therefrom, may be disclosed or used as provided in Sections 629.74 
and 629.76 and (2) the contents and any evidence derived therefrom may be used under Section 629.78 when authorized 
by a judge if the judge finds, upon subsequent application, that the contents were otherwise intercepted in accordance with 
the provisions of this chapter. The application shall be made as soon as practicable. 


(b)If a peace officer or federal law enforcement officer, while engaged in intercepting wire or electronic 
communications in the manner authorized by this chapter, intercepts wire or electronic communications relating to crimes 
other than those specified in subdivision (a), the contents thereof, and evidence derived therefrom, may not be disclosed 
or used as provided in Sections 629.74 and 629.76, except to prevent the commission of a public offense. The contents 
and any evidence derived therefrom may not be used under Section 629.78, except where the evidence was obtained 
through an independent source or inevitably would have been discovered, and the use is authorized by a judge who finds 
that the contents were intercepted in accordance with this chapter. 


(c) The use of the contents of an intercepted wire or electronic communication relating to crimes other than those 
specified in the order of authorization to obtain a search or arrest warrant entitles the person named in the warrant to notice 
ofthe intercepted wire or electronic communication and a copy ofthe contents thereof that were used to obtain the warrant. 


(d) (1) If a peace officer or federal law enforcement officer, while engaged in intercepting wire or electronic 
communications in the manner authorized by this chapter, intercepts wire or electronic communications relating 
to crimes, other than those specified in subdivision (a), and involving the employment of a peace officer, the 
contents thereof, and evidence derived therefrom, may not be disclosed or used as provided in Sections 629.74 
and 629.76, except to prevent the commission of a public offense or in an administrative or disciplinary hearing 
involving the employment of a peace officer. The contents and any evidence derived therefrom may not be used 
under Section 629.78, except if the evidence was obtained through an independent source or inevitably would 
have been discovered, and the use is authorized by a judge who finds that the contents were intercepted in 
accordance with this chapter. 


(2) This section does not authorize the use of an intercepted wire or electronic communication involving acts that 
only involve a violation of a departmental rule or guideline that is not a public offense under California law. 
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(3) Ifan agency employing peace officers utilizes evidence obtained pursuant to this subdivision in an administrative 
or disciplinary proceeding, the agency shall, on an annual basis, report both of the following to the Attorney 
General: 

(A) The number of administrative or disciplinary proceedings involving the employment of a peace 
officer in which the agency utilized evidence obtained pursuant to this subdivision. 

(B) The specific offenses for which evidence obtained pursuant to this subdivision was used in those 
administrative or disciplinary proceedings. 


(4) (A) The Attorney General may issue regulations prescribing the form of the reports required to be filed pursuant 
to paragraph (3) by an agency utilizing intercepted wire or electronic communications in an administrative or 
disciplinary proceeding against a peace officer. 

(B) The Attorney General shall include information received pursuant to paragraph (3) in its annual report made 
pursuant to Section 629.62. 
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
